She pro- 
tests that there is still time 
to evacuate, but the limp- 
ing man angrily dismisses 
the notion.

“You will make 
this machine work,” orders 
the man. “Yes, Leader 
Clent,” she obediently 
replies, immediately under- 
taking an authoritative 
appraisal of the equipment. 


Earth is at the mercy of a 
new Ice Age. “Five thou- 
sand years of history — 
crushed beneath a moving 
mountain of ice,” Clent sur- 
mises. 


The base is part of a world- 
wide defence network 
struggling to halt the 
advancing glaciers. Clent 
attempts to make contact 
with Scientist Arden at the 
glacier face. 


Arden’s drilling compan- 
ions, Walters and Davis, 
divert his attention towards 
something in the ice. “Not 
another mastodon,” Arden 
complains. Their discovery 
is, however, humanoid in 
shape... 


Excavation of the ‘animal’ 
is briefly interrupted by 
Walters’ wrist communica- 
tor which bleeps without 
patching through a picture. 


Walters argues that their 
impromptu archaeology will 
lead to a deviation from 
their computerised sched- 
ule — Clent will be furious. 
Arden's enthusiasm is nev- 
ertheless unbridled. 


In the continued absence 
of experienced Scientists, 
the crisis at the base is 
deepening. Miss Garrett 
reports that total destruc- 
tion is imminent. 


Outside the base, the 
snowy wastes serve as a 
precarious landing site for 
the TARDIS. A lone wolf 
bays as the familiar shape 
of the Doctor's police box 
begins to appear in an 
unfamiliar position. 


The police box solidifies, 
only to slide down a large 
snow drift. 


The doors are pushed 
open to briefly reveal a fur- 
clad Doctor, who soon 
tumbles from view when 
the protesting Jamie can 
no longer support his 
weight. 


The Doctor eventually suc- 
ceeds in pulling Victoria 
and Jamie up to the Ship's 
threshold. 


“Oh no, not again,” com- 
plains the Scotsman on 
surveying their surround- 
ings. “Tibet was bad 
enough. | think you've put 
us down just further up the 
mountain.” 


The Doctor's attempts to 
help Victoria and Jamie 
clamber out of the police 
box are hampered when 
the Scotsman steps on his 
hand. 


They duck behind the 
TARDIS as two dishevelled 
figures furtively scurry 
away from a huge plastic 
dome. They are protective- 
ly clutching unmarked 
boxes and bags. 


The Doctor, Jamie and 
Victoria approach the 
dome's exit. 


The Doctor waves his hand 
over a sensor. A door 
slides open and the trio 
cautiously step inside.

The Georgian country 
house, perfectly preserved 
within the plastic dome, is 
again the scene of barely 
controlled chaos. Arden 
contacts the agitated Clent, 
and tells him he intends 
bringing back the ‘man’ he 
has discovered in the ice. 


The TARDIS crew gingerly 
explore the house before 
they are allocated ‘Evac- 
uation Flight 7’ badges by 
a tall, attractive woman. 
The Doctor becomes intent 
on investigating the elec- 
tronic pitches he can hear 
through the double doors. 
He brazenly decides to 
investigate. 


Inside the control room the 
Doctor makes no attempt 
to disguise his alarm at the 
figures Clent is reading 
out. Resisting Clent's 
restraint order, he tries to 
warn the struggling techni- 
cians. 


“In two minutes thirty-eight 
seconds you're going to 
have an almighty explo- 
sion,” he shouts. The room 
falls silent as the Doctor 
frantically implements his 
own solution to delay 
destruction. 


With the situation stabilised 
he turns to a flabbergasted 
Clent. “You ought to get an 
expert in you know.” The 
cynical Leader checks with 
his computer which reveals 
that they were two minutes 
thirty-seven seconds away 
from a reactor explosion. 
The Doctor’s calculation 
was only one second off. 


Clent begins to collapse 
under the strain of the 
recent emergency. One of 
the technicians recom- 
mends the vibro-chair. 


Arden and Walters argue 
over the origins of their 
bizarre discovery. “He 
looks pre-Viking,” ponders 
Arden. “But no such civili- 
sation existed in prehistoric 
times before the first Ice 
Age.” 


“Proper ‘ice warrior’ isn't he 
sir?” ventures Walters. 


They prepare to return to 
the base with their discov- 
ery before the already 
inhospitable weather wors- 
ens. Davis fetches the 
airsled. 


The two vagabonds watch 
their activities with interest. 
“Arden’s found something 
in the ice — something to 
take back to Clent,” the tall 
one observes. “It won't be 
appreciated.” 


The short one curtly dis- 
misses any scientific activi- 
ty. “It’s good to know 
things,” the tall one insists, 
“even when they're dead. 
Discovery is as exciting to 
me as the hunt is to you.” 


He goes on to describe 
Clent as a man who simply 
uses science as a stepping 
stone for his own vision. 


They continue their journey 
and observe Davis, who 
stops to witness an 
avalanche. Arden is quickly 
pulled to safety by Walters, 
who saves him from being 
swept away in the snowfall. 


Davis is not so lucky — the 
ground gives way beneath 
him and he is swept away 
as Arden and Walters des- 
perately cling to the ice- 
face. 


“Storr, are you alright?” the 
man asks his companion. 
“Penley . . . my arm is 
gone | think,” comes the 
weak reply. The two men 
plan their escape from 
Penley’s ‘former friends’. 


As Clent reclines in the 
vibro-chair, the Doctor 
explains his ignorance of 
the current crisis by claim- 
ing he has been in retreat 
in Tibet. Clent remains 
sceptical and threatens to 
send them to the African 
Rehabilitation Centres.

“Oh no, not Africa,” whines 
Victoria. 


Clent sets the Doctor a 
problem in order to estab- 
lish his scientific prowess. 
“How would you halt the 
ice surge and turn the 
planet's climate back to 
normal?" he demands. 


The Doctor has forty-five 
seconds to answer. He 
paces up and down, firing 
off a multitude of explana- 
tions and ideas. 


The Doctor correctly 
deduces that a severe drop 
in the carbon dioxide levels 
of the lower atmosphere 
has taken place, and sug- 
gests ionisation as the 
remedy. Clent explains that 
a drastic reduction in plant 
life prevented carbon diox- 
ide formation, with evident 
consequences. 


Miss Garrett explains to 
Jamie that ionisation is a 
method of intensifying the 
Sun's heat onto particular 
areas. 


“Precise control is not 
easy,” she continues.

‘mutants’. Defeating the leader of the mutants the Doctor saves the TARDIS 
from destruction. 


With the norm, Brod, the Doctor travels to New York in 1872. There they 
seek out Professor Cassells whose’ biological experiments were the original 
cause of the Earth’s devastation in the future. However, unable to believe the 
Doctor’s incredible story, the Professor refuses to halt his research. 


In a similar vein to one of his previous Doctor Who strips, The Eternal 
Present, Dennis Hooper presents us with another bleak look into Earth’s far 
future. Sadly, some of the more interesting concepts that arise are never real- 
ly explored. Why, for instance, do the mutants use airships as their mode of 
transportation and just where did they get this comparatively advanced tech- 


nology from? 

Like the 1965 television story The Chase, this adventure attempts to pro- 
vide an explanation to the of the Marie Celeste. How many times, 
I wonder, has the unknown fate of the Celeste’s crew been used as the basis 
for a science-fiction story. 

Possibly inspired by the plot of Day of the Daleks screened earlier in the 
same year, Hooper sends the Doctor in time in an attempt to avert the 
future he has witnessed. The Doctor appears to be quite happy to carry out 
this task at the bidding of the norms and is even not averse to bludgeoning 
the unfortunate Professor Cassells over the head to achieve it. 

The norms know of the Doctor and his ability to travel in time from the 
books in the ruined British Library where he is listed under the heading of 
“Doctor Who”. The norms are completely unsurprised by the Doctor’s for- 
tuitous appearance on their doorstep and attribute his arrival to fate. 

The TARDIS had by now been established on television and even in pre- 
vious strip stories as being indestructible, so itis a surprise to find the Doctor 
concemed over its fate. “She'll be smashed to pieces,” he frets as the Ship is 
suspended hundreds of feet in the’air beneath the mittant airship.

The para- 
noia and narrow mindedness of the military is totally believable and as frus- 
trating to the reader as it is to the Doctor, Unfortunately, when the Doctor 
finally confronts the alien Zerons on their vessel, we discover that any sym- 
pathy we may have felt for them has been misplaced. Instead of being the 
innocent victims of an unprovoked attack, the aliens are in fact out to con- 
quer the Earth. Sadly, this rather melodramatic revelation would seem to 
justify the earlier knee-jerk reaction of the military and also leads to the 
Doctor taking similarly drastic steps of his own. 

In this story the Doctor is still considered to work for UNIT as he receives 
a telegram addressed to him at ““TARDIS” C/O U.N.LT. An meres 
aside to this is that the postmark on the tel is dated 9 May 72 whi 
may give some indication as to how far in advance the strip was drawn. 

The Doctor launches into a rather fun piece of pseudo science when he 
explains the nature of the Zerons and their craft.

The Doctor shelters from an attack on his mind in the TARDIS where he 
identifies the source as being an alien spacecraft on the fringes of the solar sys- 
tem. Travelling to London, the Doctor intends to warn the Minister of 
Defence about the imminent invasion. However, the Doctor discovers that 
the minds of the entire population of Earth have been neutralised by the 
approaching Zeron invaders. Teaming up with an unaffected American 
tourist called Nick, the Doctor uses the resources of the Post Office tower to 
counteract the Zeron mind control. 

Fearful of looking foolish if the Doctor should be wrong, the British 
Government refuse to alert the world to the threat of the Zeron invasion. With 
the help of Nick's disc jockey cousin Jed, the Doctor broadcasts his own warn- 
ing over the radio. As the Zerons once again bombard the Earth with their 
mind-control ray, the Doctor leads his friends to the safe depths of the London 
Underground. However, the Zerons are aware of the Doctor's refuge and take 
steps to neutralise the threat he poses towards their conquest of Earth. 


One of the most consistent and satisfying similarities between the TV Action 
+ Countdown strips and television Doctor Who adventures of the early 
Seventies is their total disdain for government and authority figures. This is 
never more apparent than in this adventure where the Government would 
rather risk being drafted into alien bondage than face political embarrass- 
ment. What is quite alarming though, is that such actions seem entirely 
credible. 

The Doctor never meets the Zerons themselves (who are totally uncon- 
nected with the Zerons of The Enemy From Nowhere) who manipulate their 
human puppets from their app: ing spaceship. Unfortunately, depicted 
as slightly comical insectoid creatures, their threat is rather undermined. 

Issue 100 of TV Action + Countdown was to be the last to feature the 
Dotter Whosttip on the cover on a regular basis. From Issue 101, the paper 
would be known as TV Action with the emphasis on the action rather 


than science-fiction. Doctor Who though was to remain a popular element 


of the new comic.
